A Rarmwav ACCIDENT or A New. Kinp— 
At twonty minutes ‘past, 11 o’olock ‘on ‘Tuoeday 
aight, Feb. 26, a very ‘appulling neaident hap- 
pened at Olifton, near Penrith, on the ‘London 
and North-Western Railway, . It seema that as
